The information collected is submitted as part of the application for grants and cooperative
agreements and is used to determine eligibility of applicants. Collection of thisinformation also
provides documentation that the applicants and recipients are meeting program objectives and
are complying with FTA Circular 6100.1D and other federal requirements.
